sICOLN  AND  'THE  MONEY  POWER' 

The  Editor,  Sir:  Statements  by  L.  H.  P.  and  others 
the  March  9  Voice  of  the  People  call  for  some  comment, 
tarring  to  the  statement  of  Lincoln  that  "this  nation 
mot  endure  half  slave  and  half  free,"  L.  EL  P.  wants  to 
ow  if  it  can  endure  half  employed  and  half  idle. 

This  statement  of  Lincoln  appears  to  have  been  well 
blicized  and  is  often  quoted.  But  he  said  something 
much  more  significant  under  present  conditions,  which 
s  not  been  publicized  and  is  almost  never  quoted,  that 
"could  not  fight  the  money  power  and  the  rebellion  at 
e  same  time."  Indeed,  no  president  since  Andrew  Jack- 
i  was  ever  able,  or  at  least  ever  tried,  to  oppose  the 
ney  power  alone. 

But  "the  money  power"  as  stated  by  one  of  its  chief 
ikesmen  "was  not  opposed  to  the  abolition  of  chattel 
i very,  for  (such)  slavery  was  the  wrong  way  to  control 
x)r.   It  should  be  controlled  by  controling  the  money" — 
it  is  now. 

So  Lincoln  compromised  with  the  money  power  hid- 
ing it  a  free  hand  under  the  national  bank  act,  by  which 
became  the  sovereign  power  in  money  matters — equiva- 
it  to  the  sovereign  power  in  all  material  matters — in 
turn  for  being  permitted  a  free  hand  to  fight  the  South. 

this  deal,  as  a  historian  has  recorded  it,  Lincoln  was 
abled  to  "strike  the  chains  of  (chattel)  slavery  from  a 
nded  race."  This  may  be  viewed  as  a  doubtful  benefit, 
ice  the  same  historian  has  recorded — "but  now  both 
icks  and  whites  are  slaves  to  the  money  masters."  And 
lile  Lincoln  then  preached  that  this  nation  could  not 
dure  half  slave  and  half  free,  under  the  improved  sys- 
m  of  capital  control  nine-tenths  of  all  the  people  are 
nancial  slaves  to  the  one-tenth  free.  How  long  can  we 
w  endure?  The  producers  of  wealth  now  exist  merely 
serve  a  private  financial  system.  They  have  a  right  to 
financial  system  that  will  exist  to  serve  them.

The  Editor,  Sir:    March  4  we  sat  before  our  rad 
and  listened  to  the  broadcast  of  the  impressive  ceremonies 
at  Washington,  commemorating  the  150th  anniversary 
the  first  congressional  session  under  the  constitution. 

Dead  is  the  soul  indeed  of  any  American  who  coulc 
listen  to  these  ceremonies  and  not  feel  a  surge  of  national 
pride  and  patriotism  swell  within  his  being 

Now  in  1939  congress  is  again  in  session,  confronted 
with  the  grave  problem — can  democracy  be  made  to  con- 
tinue to  work?  Dictator  nations,  communism,  fascism 
and  naziism  are  boring  from  without.  This  our  congress 
is  doing  something  about.  By  a  vast  outlay  for  national 
defense  we  can  and  will  preserve  our  democratic  form  of 
government  against  these  forces 

But  here  is  the  rub.  What  is  our  congress  doing 
about  those  forces  boring  from  within — domestic  depres- 
sion, poverty  and  insecurity?  The  stern  reality  stalks 
abroad  in  a  land  of  plenty.  Vast,  undeveloped  resour^ 
> — but  millions  of  idle  men,  who  are  ready,  willing  and  able 
to  work.  Unlimited  idle  capital,  and  a  demand  for  fin- 
ished goods  if  the  idle  men  were  only  supplied  with  honest 
earnings  through  which  to  buy.  But,  alas,  these  millions 
are  idle,  their  families  ill  fed,  ill  clothed  and  ill  housed. 

Lincoln  said  a  nation  cannot  exist  half  slave  and  half 
free.  Can  this  democracy  much  longer  endure  with  mil- 
lions of  idle  men  ?  The  problem  must  be  solved.  Industry, 
business  and  government,  let  us  reason  together.  Let 
government  subsidize  industry  and  business  to  some  extent. 
Industry  can  thereby  turn  out  a  product  at  a  lesser  cost 
which  will  result  in  lower  domestic  costs  of  living  and  also 
in  meeting  foreign  trade  competition.  Our  idle  will  have 
jobs  and  buying  power  to  absorb  increased  production. 
Government  will  not  be  in  competition  with  private  busi- 
ness. As  we  get  the  wheels  turning,  industry  and  busi- 
ness could  gradually  take  over  the  payroll  of  these  men

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modern  math  was  so  far  out  that  very 
few  pupils  could  grasp  it  and  naturally 
their  test  scores  fell  to  the  bottom.  They 
set  up  a  multitude  of  other  special  pro- 
grams such  as  remedial  reading  — 
handicapped  classes  —  slow  learner 
classes  —  bi-lingual  programs,  and  many 
others  too  numerous  to  mention.  (Go  to 
your  schools  and  see  what  they  all  are.) 

With  all  of  these  extras  the  top  brass 
veiled  "Give  us  Federal  Help".  Hence 
'was  born  "Federal  Aid  to  Education." 
We  paid  for  that  also,  but  that  wasn't  all 
that  we  had  to  pay  for.  The  space  for  ;ill 
of  this  had  to  be  provided  by  local  effort. 
Bond  issues  had  to  be  floated  to  build 
more  buildings,  more  buildings  and  yet 
more  buildings.  In  fact  many  school  dis- 
tricts over  the  country  have  started  vot- 
ing against  all  of  these  bond  issues. 

Don't  blame  the  teachers  for  these 
"social  promotions."  It  was  more  or  less 
forced  on  them  by  the  powers  higher  up 
on  the  ladder.  Many  of  the  Rood  teach- 
ers did  not  like  it  any  better  than  some 
of  the  parents.  Speaking  of  parents, 
some  of  them  were  partly  to  blame  for 
this.  They  heard  about  civil  rights  and 
thev  set  up  a  hue  and  cry  against  failing 
little  Johnnie.  The  teachers  would  pro- 
mote them  to  keep  the  parents  off  their 
collective  backs  as  well  as  the  bosses 
higher  up. 

"Civil  Rights"  has  caused  the  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  to  admit  stu- 
dents who  are  often  not  qualified  to  enter 
college.  Many  of  these  are  coming  out  of 
college  and  getting  into  the  teaching  pro- 
fession which  is  giving  teachers  as  a 
whole  a  bad  name.  Laws  or  maybe  a  rul- 
ing by  some  bureaucrat  has  mandated 
that  teachers  be  hired,  not  by  their  qual- 
ifications but  by  their  cultural  back- 
ground. This  causes  many  people  to  I) 
hired  to  teach  who  are  not  capable  of  do- 
ing so.  Who  suffers?  The  poor  children 
come  out  on  the  short  end,  and  naturally 
the  entire  country. 

Permissiveness  seems  to  have  infected 
the  entire  country.  This  practice  of 
everyone  doing  their  "thing"  has  con- 
tributed to  the  poor  discipline  in  many 
of  our  schools.  Many  parents  permit 
their  children  to  do  as  they  please  when 
at  home  and  object  to  teachers  forcing 
discipline  on  these  children  when  at 
school.  Attempts  are  being  made  to  out- 
law "spanking"  in  the  schools.  Several 
other  states  tried  this  and  found  that  the 


situation  was  getting  out  of  hand  so  they 
changed  their  laws  to  permit  this  again. 
If  a  teacher  does  not  and  can  not  have 
the  attention  of  the  children  they  abso- 
lutely cannot  teach  them  anything.  Some 
anti-spanking  people  claim  that  this  is 
no  way  to  handle  children.  They  no  doubt 
have  read  a  famous  child  doctor  or  lis- 
tened to  some  left-wing  professor  to 
come  to  this  conclusion. 

The  increase  in  overhead  due  to  spe- 
cial programs  has  cost  the  taxpayers 
many  times  more  money  than  is  neces- 
sary for  a  good,  sound  educational  pro- 
gram. 

Higher  degrees  for  school  people  does 
not  necessarily  mean  better  teaching  but 
it  does  mean  more  money  being  spent. 
New  fancy  school  plants  do  not  mean 
better  education.  Some  top  administra- 
tors apparently  think  so. 

With  pupils  out  of  the  classroom  for 
two  or  more  periods  per  day  on  some 
special  program  prevents  the  teachers 
from  teaching  to  their  capacity.  These 
special  programs  may  sound  good  but 
thev  do  NOT  produce  the  results  some 
people  think.  The  poor  children  do  not 
get  a  fair  chance  at  learning.  Let's  keep 
them  in  the  classroom  and  start  teaching 
them.  They  are  goinjr  to  be  the  ones  who 
will  be  running  this  country  tomorrow.

under  him  will  be  the  Leader's  men,  working  together  to  further  that 
Leader's  policies.  In  this  case,  where  the  new  Leader's  policies  were 
quite  different  from  those  of  her  predecessors,  it  was  inevitable  that  she 
should  effect  a  clean  sweep  in  Smith  Square.  Margaret  has  always  found 
dismissing  people  the  hardest  part  of  her  job,  and  it  was  a  very  fraught 
and  unpleasant  time,  in  which  she  relied  heavily  on  Airey  Ncavc.  Out 
went  the  uppermost  layer  of  officials  in  the  building  and  in  came  friends, 
headed  by  Lord  Thorneycroft. 

Peter  Thorneycroft  had  served  under  Churchill  and  Macmillan  (from 
whose  Cabinet  he  had  resigned  because  he  disagreed  with  his  economic 
policy).  He  had  retired  from  politics  and  was  working  in  industry,  as 
chairman  of  Trusthouse  Forte  amongst  other  things.  His  deputy  was 
Angus  Maude,  another  one-time  member  of  a  Cabinet  who  had 
disagreed  with  his  Leader;  on  this  occasion  Led  Heath  in  his  Shadow 
Cabinet  in  1966.  Margaret  offered  the  appointment  of  vice  chairman  to 
Baroness  Young,  an  old  acquaintance  from  Oxford,  where  after 
university  she  had  spent  many  years  in  local  government.  She  was  also 
a  close  friend  of  Airey  Ncave,  whose  constituency  was  close  by  in 
Abingdon.  Since  becoming  a  life  peer  in  1971,  she  had  been  active  in 
the  House  of  Lords  as  whip  in  the  Heath  administration,  then 
Parliamentary  Under  Secretary,  and  in  this  role  had  come  to  know  Lord 
Thorneycroft  too.  Gordon  Reece  was  persuaded  to  give  up  his  job  at 
EMI  and  join  the  Party  full-time  as  director  of  publicity. 

On  the  other  hand,  seven  key  officials  were  shown  the  door  at  Central 
Office  including  one  of  the  treasurers,  the  head  of  research  and  the 
director-general.  Such  dramatic  axing  at  Smith  Square  brought  much 
criticism  from  certain  sections  of  the  Tory  press.  The  Times,  which  had 
backed  Heath  for  the  leadership,  called  it  'the  act  of  a  downright  fool,' 
but  as  Alan  Watkins  in  the  left-wing  magazine,  New  Statesman,  gleefully 
observed,  'Those  that  live  by  patronage  shall  surely  perish  by 
patronage.' 

Someone  who  survived  the  purge  and  came  up  smiling  was 
playwright  Ronald  Millar,  a  Noel  Coward-like  figure  who  had  been 
advising  and  writing  speeches  for  the  Party  under  Ted  Heath's 
administration  on  an  unpaid  freelance  basis  since  1969.  He  had  been 
close  to  all  of  Heath's  men  -  Tony  Barber,  Willie  Whitelaw,  Lord 
Carrington  -  and  had  been  especially  close  to  Ted  himself  in  the  last  few 
months,  working  on  campaign  speeches  and  helping  with  his  television 
appearances. 

Margaret,  thus  far  in  her  career  had  had  no  need  for  speech  writers, 
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Leader  Amongst  A/ni 

but  as  Leader  of  the  Party  this  would  change.  Furthermore,  she  had  to 
step  straight  into  Ted's  shoes  and  deliver  speeches  that  had  been 
scheduled  for  him.  One  such  speech  was  due  to  be  given  a  week  after 
she  took  over,  and  it  was  duly  shown  to  her.  She  immediately  asked 
who  had  written  it  for  Ted,  and  then  said,  'Well  I'd  better  meet  this 
man. '  Ronnie  Millar  was  summoned,  and  was  in  some  indecision  about 
where  his  loyalties  lay.  I  le  was  fond  of  Ted,  but  he  finally  decided  that 
he  had  gone  into  the  job  in  the  first  place  not  because  of  a  burning  desire 
to  go  and  fight  for  I  leath,  but  because  he  couldn't  stand  I  larold  Wilson 
any  longer,  and  if  he  was  going  to  go  on  living  in  Britain,  felt  he  had 
to  do  something  about  it.  There  was  therefore  no  real  conflict;  his 
ultimate  loyalty  was  to  the  Conservative  Party.  So  he  went  to  meet  Mrs 
Thatcher  in  the  Shadow  Teader's  room  in  the  I  louse  of  Commons. 

The  meeting  was  very  guarded,  each  was  highly  suspicious  of  the 
other,  and  Ronnie  went  away  promising  to  give  the  job  a  try.  The 
speech  in  question  was  a  five-minute  party  political  broadcast.  Ronnie 
was  in  the  midst  of  rehearsals  at  the  Haymarket  Theatre  at  the  time,  and 
he  sat  in  the  darkened  stalls  with  one  eye  on  the  actors  and  the  other 
on  what  he  was  writing  for  Mrs  Thatcher.  When  he  reappeared  some 
time  later  to  show  her  what  he  had  written,  the  meeting  was  equally 
guarded.  Ronnie  read  the  speech  out  to  her,  on  the  grounds  that 
politicians  have  a  tendency  to  read  things  in  a  very  strange  way.  The 
speech  ended  with  a  quotation  from  Abraham  Lincoln:

Margaret  listened  in  stony  silence.  When  he  was  finished,  she  said 
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Margaret  Thatcher 

nothing,  but  bent  down  and  reached  into  the  portmanteau  by  her  feet, 
inside  which  was  a  handbag,  and  from  the  handbag  she  pulled  out  her 
wallet,  and  from  the  inside  compartment  of  the  wallet  she  produced  a 
torn  and  yellowing  piece  of  paper,  which  she  handed  to  Ronnie.  It  was 
the  Abraham  Lincoln  speech  he  had  just  read  to  her.  'I  never  go 
anywhere  without  it,'  she  said. 

The  friendship  was  sealed,  and  Ronnie  Millar,  knighted  in  the  New 
Year's  honours  list  in  1980,  has  been  a  trusted  favourite  ever  since. 
Margaret's  very  first  private  engagement  after  becoming  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  in  February  1975  was  to  take  the  family  to  the  first  Saturday 
night  performance  of  the  play  he  had  written  -  and  had  been  rehearsing 
while  writing  that  first  speech  -  at  the  Haymarkct.  After  the  show,  they 
all  went  off  to  Annabel's  nightclub,  where  Mark  was  a  member; 
Margaret  saying  they  would  be  able  to  talk  a  bit  there.  It  was  obviously 
her  first  -  and  very  probably  her  last  -  visit.  The  noise  almost  deafened 
her. 

Ronnie  wrote  major  speeches  and  conference  speeches,  but  the  day- 
to-day  political  speeches  were  written  by  a  variety  of  people,  sought  out 
by  those  now  running  her  private  office.  These  included  Richard  Ryder, 
a  young  journalist  friend  of  Ncave's  who  worked  on  the  Peterborough 
column  of  the  Daily  Telegraph,  and  who  recruited  some  of  his  old 
colleagues  to  submit  speeches.  It  would  be  Margaret's  habit  initially  to 
have  four  or  five  speeches  to  choose  from  for  one  particular  occasion. 
She  would  read  them,  choose  the  one  she  liked,  and  then  call  in  the 
author  to  go  over  it  with  him.  But  she  never  took  the  decision  on  her 
own.  Everything  went  to  Aircy  Neavc  for  his  approval,  and  often  to 
other  colleagues,  like  Leon  Brittan,  Angus  Maude  and  Jim  Prior,  by 
whom  she  was  quite  easily  swayed. 

Margaret  was  now  installed  in  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition's  room, 
a  large  office  not  far  from  the  Chamber  of  the  I  louse,  overlooking  the 
Commons  car  park.  She  instantly  set  about  having  it  redecorated  -  alas, 
there  was  no  time  to  do  it  herself,  although  she  (  hose  the  colour  scheme. 
She  moved  in  a  few  creature  comforts,  a  glass-topped  coffee  table,  some 
(  omfortable  chairs,  and  a  brass  table  lamp.  1  ler  secretary,  Alison  Ward, 
took  over  a  room  adjoining  Mrs  Thatcher's,  which  she  shared  with 
Caroline  Stephens,  one  of  the  few  people  that  Margaret  took  on  who 
had  formerly  worked  for  Ted  I  leath.  Caroline  subsequently  married 
Ri<  hard  Ryder. 

One  other  person,  whom  as  Leader  of  the  Opposition  she 
automatically  inherited,  was  the  official  driver,  George  Newell.  I  le  had
